4. D. 1571. A prodigious Earthquake happened in the 


Faitern Parts of Herefcr hire, near a little Town called Kina- 


'on; Feb. 17th, about 6 in the Evening the Earth began to 


Sopen, and a Hill, called Marcley-Hiil, with a Rock under it, 


m de at firſt a mighty bellowing Noife which was heard afar 
off, and then lifted up itſelf a great Height, and began to tra- 
vel ; bearing along with it the Trees that grew upon it, the 
Sheepfolds and Flocks of Sheep abiding thereon at the ſame 
Time. In the Place from whence it firſt moved, it left a gap- 


ing Diſtance 40 Feet wide and 80 Ells long; the whole Field 


was about 20 Acres. Paſſing along, it overthrew a Chapel 
ſtanding in the Way, and removed an Yew-Tree growing in the 
Church-Yard from Welt to Eaſt. With like Violence it thruſt 
before it Highways, Houſes, and Trees; it made tilled Ground 
Paſture, and again turned Paſture into Tillage. Having thus 
walked from Sunday in the Evening, *till Monday at Noon, it 
then Rood {till and moved no more, mounting to an Hill 12 


Fathoms high. The like Prodigy happened about the ſame 


Time at Blackmore in the ſaid County, where a Field of three 
Acres, with the Trees and Fences, moved from their Place, 
and paſſed over another Field, travelling in the Highway that 
goeth to Herne, and there ſtayed. A great Earthquake at Con- 
ftantinople ; the like and Fire-Balls at Carinthia; terrible Thun- 
der and an Earthquake in Spain. An Earthquake and great 
Inundation in Holland. The Sun ſeemed to cleave aſunder. 
Corn rained from Heaven. At this Time was that grievous 
Calamity, called the Sweating Sickneſs, in England, infecting 
all Places of the Realm, whereby Myriads were {wept awa 
with that Beeſom of Deſtruction. The World blazed, and 
flamed with great Variance; alſo the Turks made an Irruption 
upon Chriſtendom. Hungary was full of Troubles. In Hel- 
vetia, there was an unhappy War. In W:/lphalia, the Mun- 
fterian Anabaptiſis brought all to Confuſion. In Denmark the 
Popiſh Party, deſigning to ſuppreſs the Proteſtanti, involved that 
Kingdom into War and Blood, In Africa, the Kingdom of

Great Mutations in England; King Henry VIIT. caſt off the 
Popeis Supremacy, and turne2 the Monks and Friars out ef 
Doors, diſpoſing of all the Church Lands to whom he pleaſed, 

A. D. 1580. On Eafter Nedne day about Six o'Clock in the 
Afternoon happened a great Earthquake in England. which 
ſhook all the Houſes, Caſtles, and Churches, every-where a 
it went, and put them in Danger of utter Ruin; tho”, through 
the Divine Clemency, it did but little Damage, yet this Farth- 
quake had ſuch Influence upon the Minds of the People, that: 
Prayer was publiſhed by Queen Elizabeth, to be uſed by a 
Houſholders with their Families, before they went to Bed, that 
it would pleaſe God to turn his Wrath from us, threatened in 
the laſt terrible Earthquake, (a Pattern never more neceſſary 
to be put in Practice than at this preſent Time.) In 158, 
Toſephus Acoſta relates, that at Peru in America there happen- 
ed an Earthquake, which removed the City Augnangum, two 
Leagues from the Place where it ſtood, without demoliſhing 
it, in regard the Situation of the whole Country was changed, 
There was likewiſe another Earthquake in the ſame Country, 
that reached 300 Leagues along the Sea-ſhore, and 70 Leagues 
in Land ; and levelled the Mountains all along as it went, 
threw down Cities, turned Rivers out of their Channels, and 
made univerſal Havock and Confuſion ; and all this within the 
Space of eight Minutes, and deſtroying above 40,000 People. 
As for Events, the King of Perſia died by Poiſon. The Great 
Turk was lain in Battle, and 70,000 with him. The King of 
Portugal would needs venture into Mauritania, that ſo be 
might reſtore Mahomed to the Kingdom, which his Uncle 
Aldelmelech had detruded him from; in that memorable Battie 
the King of Portusal was ſlain, and the greateſt Part of the 
Nobility and Army with him. Alde/meleck, though he obtain- 
ed the Victory, died, that Day, of an Apoplexy ; Mahmts 
was drowned in the Marſhes; fo that three Kings loſt their 
Lives in one Day. And, of 70,000 Tartars that made an Ii. 
road into Muſcowy, 45,009 of them were frozen to Death. 

A. D. 1618. This Year was very remarkable for Blazing 
Stars, for there were no leſs than 4 Comets obſerved ; and, on the 
very Day of the firſt Comet's Appearance, was a terrible Eartd- 


quake in Ztaly, which removed a Mountain that it fell 27 the 
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Town of Plourt, whereby 1 50 Perſons were cruſhed to Death in a Mo- 
ment: The fatal Conſequent of this Prodigy was the Bobemic and Germa- 
c War, in which Rivers of Blood were poured forth, no leſs than 800,006 
ives being cut off by the Sword, A great Plague amongſt the Indians, 
hat the living were not enough to bury the dead. I his Year alſo, at Grand 
airo in Egypt, there died above 600,000 Perſons by the Peſſilence.
